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The Cleveland Museum of Art Announces 
Schedule of Programming through December 2005 
Exhibitions, Community Festivals, Educational Programming 
and Performances Highlight the Schedule 
CLEVELAND (May 18, 2005) —The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) announced today its six-month schedule 
of programming through December 2005. In addition, an updated renovation and expansion schedule also was 
announced. The schedule demonstrates that despite the closure of galleries, activity still abounds throughout the 
Museum. With the wide variety of events programmed through the end of the year, the CMA remains steadfast to 
its mission “to fulfill its dual roles as one of the world's most distinguished comprehensive art museums and as one 
of northeastern Ohio's principal civic and cultural institutions.” 

“Despite the fact that the masterpieces housed within the Cleveland Museum of Art will be stored for 
safekeeping, the Museum’s staff has been working diligently to ensure a complete schedule of programming 
through the end of this year,” said Museum Director, Katharine Lee Reid. “The tremendous amount and variety of 
programming demonstrates the Museum’s commitment to providing a complete CMA experience throughout 
Northeast Ohio.” 

Highlights of the schedule include special exhibitions, such as The NEO Show, July 3 through 
Sept. 4, 2005; Design for the Modern World, Oct. 16, 2005, through Jan. 8, 2006; Barcelona: Picasso — Gaudi — 
Dali, fall 2006; Monet and Normandy, winter 2007; and Artistic Luxury: Fabergé — Tiffany — Lalique, fall 2008. 
In addition, the public is invited to enjoy community festivals including the 16" Annual Parade the Circle on June 
11, the Chalk Festival on Sept. 17 and 18 and the Winter Lights Lantern Festival, Dec. 2 through 11. 

Final details are still being confirmed as well for the Museum’s Performing Arts and Music program. 
Presentations featuring some of the finest world music performers in the world such as the Monks from Nangyal 
Monastery and Chanticleer will premier in venues throughout the Cleveland area this fall. 

Summer in the Courtyard Continues 

In addition, the Museum will be celebrating Summer in the Courtyard in the Outdoor Garden Court with a 
unique dining experience on Wednesday and Friday evenings and Thursday and Sunday at lunch with music by 
local musicians and food and drink served by the Museum Café. Educational programming offered by CMA will 
remain largely unchanged as well. Many of the programs currently offered such as Art to Go, Adult Studio and Art 
Classes will expand and grow throughout the community during the expansion. In addition, new programs will be 
offered including special architectural walking tours of downtown Cleveland in July 2005 and the Circle Sampler 


Camp, a week long all-day camp presented by University Circle institutions in June and July 2005. 
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Renovation and Expansion Schedule 

In addition to the six-month schedule of programming, the Museum announced an updated renovation and 
expansion timeline through the end of the project. Beginning in January 2006, the Museum will be closed for 
approximately six months. However July 2006, the Marcel Breuer designed North building and the expanded 
parking area will reopen to the public and as early as fall of 2007 the Paintings galleries will reopen followed by 
other galleries in the Museum’s 1916 building. 

Beginning spring of 2008, visitors will get their first taste of architect Raphael Vifioly’s vision when the 
newly constructed east wing special exhibition space opens. Construction will continue in the spring through fall of 
2008 when the existing west buildings of CMA will be removed and the opening of the new east wing galleries

featuring the Museum’s permanent collection of 19"" and 20" century art. Finally, 2010 will bring the completion 
of the west wing, piazza and offices. 

“The scope and vision of the project remains the same and this timeline gives the community an 
opportunity to see just how quickly their favorite works of art will be returning to view,” said Reid “This is an 
exciting time in the Museum’s and Cleveland’s history. With this new building, the Cleveland Museum of Art will 
reaffirm its place as a civic cornerstone for Cleveland and the Northeast Ohio Region.”
